non-delivery or something of the sort, 
that they write the sender's name 
and 'address up iu the left hand cor- 
ner. 
So simple and yet the number 


of those who neglect those rudimen- 
tary precautions is legion. 


For such and for all who are occa- 


sionally forgetful it, may be well to re- 
in/at a little information commonly 
Unowrt but not rarely overlooked. 


For instance if you write anything 


in the nature of a. communication and 
enclose it with printed matter or mer- 
chandise, someone, cither you or the 
party to whom it may lie addressed 
must pay letter rates on t h e entire 
bundle, that is two cents for eveiy 
ounce and fraction of au ounce that 
it weighs. 


Then if you arc sending third or 


foutth class 
matter, and don't 
put 


tnough stamps upon it, the package 
simply lies in tho office where you 
put it 
until someone pays enough 


postage to send it along.

GIVE THE SPECS A BATH. 


How Many People Come to Think 


They are More Nearly Blind Than 
They Are. 


"Half tho people, who wear glasses 


and complain that their sight is grad- 
ually diminishing, owe the idea to 
dirty glasses," remarks an. optician.

Every time the glasses are 
wiped a fine film of dirt is left on 
them and this gradually accumulates 
and no wiping will clean it off. In 
time this coating gets thick enough 
to blur the vision, even though at a 
glance the glasses may appear clean. 
When this occurs the sight is dimin- 
ished and they come to me or some 
other optician. 
What they ought to 


have done was to give the glasses a 
bath in warm water, well scrubbing 
them with a small tooth brush and 
soap afterward wiping them. 
This 


should first be done with 
chamois 


leather and then with I issue paper to 
polish them."
